Notwithstanding the firm tone of 
Mr. Lioyd-George’s telegram, it -is 
interpreted as displaying solicitude 
to furnish Mr. de Valera a favorable 
opening for abandoning his present 
attitude. 

The text of the telegram follows: 

° Text of Telegram. 

“T have received your telegram of 
last night and observe it does not 
modify the claim that your dele- 
gates should meet us as representa- 
tives of a sovereign and independent 


r@state. 


“You made no such condition in 
advance when you came 
in July.. I invited you then to meet 
me, in the words of my letter, as the 
chosen leader of the great majority 
in southern Ireland, and you accept- 
ed the invitation. . 

“Prom the very outset of our con- 
versations, I told you that we look- 
ed to Ireland to own allegance to 
the throne, and to make her future 
as a member of the British common- 
avealth. That was the basis of our 
jroposals and we cannot alter it. 

“The status you now claim in ad- 
vance for your delegates is in effect 
a repudiation of that pasis. I am 
prepared to meet your delegates, as 
I met you in July, in the capacity of 
the chosen spokesman for your peo- 
ple to discuss the association of Ire- 
land with the British common- 
wealth. 

“My colleagues &nd I cannot meet 
them as representaitves of a sover- 


eign and independent state without

and the empire. I must therefore 
repeate that, unless the second para- 
graph of your letter of the 12th is 
withdrawn, a conference between us 
is impossible.

Atlantic City, September .18.—The 
late estimate of absolutely dry mem- 
bers of congress was made Sun- 
day by Governor Edward [. Ed- 
wards, of New Jersey. He puts the 
number at approximately a dozen. 

“I dare say,” he said, “that hard- 
ly more than a dozen members of 
congress have empty hip pockets or 
empty cellars.’’ ’ 

“Prohibition is undermining the 
character of the American people. 
It is making the United States a 
nation of liars and criminals!” 

The governor qualified this last 
remark by pointing out that every 
one who buys liquor &, in the sight 
of the law, a criminal. 
prohibition as a flat failure. 

“It prohibits only class,” he said. 
“Those who have not the price. The 
rich can get all they want. Farm- 
ers are still able to brew their own. 
All they have to do is to prepare 
fruit juices, and the Lord ferments 
them.” 

The governor finds that bootlég- 
gers are getting most of the funds 
that used to go Into the United 
States treasury and blames prohi- 
bition for high taxes. 

“I feel sorry for the immigrant 
whe comes to escape oppression,” 
he continued. “He soon realizes he 
is more oppressed here than in Eu- 
rope. .His main pleasure, enjoying 
a glass of beer, with his family 
after a hard day’s work, is denied 
him.”

Bliss Adkisson, draft resister, |} 
serving eighteen years for murder 
committed when a posse tried to 
capture him and other resisters in 
the mountains of.Claiborne county, 
was killed. James Morris and De- 
witt Taylor, the other guards, were 
shot through the body and are not 
expected to live. Lilburn Taylor, a 
convict, was wounded in the right 
leg by a guard, but is not danger- 
ously injured. 

Slaughter was brought from Tuck- 
er, wher® the farm is located, to the 
penitentiary here this afternoon, 
and tonight is being held in solitary 
confinement. Preparations are be- 
ing made to try him for murder in 
Jefferson county, it was stated. 

Slaughter, who, with Fulton 
Green, was convicted of the murder 
of Deputy Sheriff Row Brown, of 
Hot Springs, about a year ago, was 
wanted in Oklahoma, Texas, Mis- 
souri, Kentucky and Pennsylvania, 
according to officers, for bank rob- 
beries and’ murder. He had escaped 
from the Texas penitentiary just 
prior to the Hot Springs shooting, 
after striking a fellow convict over 
Yhe head with a shovel and serioys- 
ly. injuring him.

“We can make a real fight on the 
rules proposition when we might not 
have the full gupport of other 
branches of railway employees on a 
wage fight alone,” Mr. Jewell said.

releases all the remaining rules to 
be acted upon at one time then we 
will have the whole matter before 
us. ‘\/e will need only one vote—to 
accept or reject the rules—to deter- 
mine what will be done.”

The strike vote, completed August 
1, was announced as showing a con- 
Stitutional majority against. the 
wage reduction which went Into ei- 
fect July 1. This was the first offi- 
cial confirmation of the result which 
has been rtmored for sometimé 
Condemnation of the operation o! 
the labor board and of its decisions 
was voiced by all speakers at the 
meeting. Mr. Jewell charged that 
the railroads were attempting tuo 
use the board to take an unfair ad- 
vantage of the industrial situation. 
The board’s method of drafting rules 
to supplant the national agreement, 
a war-time measur®, under which 
the employees work at present, was 
asserted to be impractica] because 
only seven of the 186 rules have 
been substituted. 

Mr. Jewell said he would demand 
of the board that “for once, it meet 
a situation in a practical way,” and 
announce the remaining rules simu- 
taneously instead of piecemeal.

“When. the board announces the 
substitute rules, our committee wil!

This was 
one of the campaign pledges of the 
party. If diplomatic conversations‘ 
become necesSary in connection 
with the repeal, it is indicated 
these will take place while the 
measure is. pending in the house. 
It is possible that final action may 
be deferred, also, until after the 
armament conference. 

The Anti-Beer Bill. 

The anti-beer bill will be put be- 
fore the senate by the drys at the 
first favorable opportunity. They 
will urge the adoption of the con- 
ference report on the measure, 
which the house has already ap- 
proved, but proponents of the Stan- 
ley amendment will renew their in- 
sistence on its adoption on the 
grounds that the conference report 
does not go far enough in protect- 
ing against unlawful search and 
seizure. They have organized to 
earry on a determined fight in its 
behalf, and have the support of the 
influential elements of both parties. 

The treaties with Germany and 
Austria will be reported out by the 
senate foreign relations committee 
at a favorable opportunity. Oppo- 
sition is expected, and their con- 
sideration will be marked by con- 
siderable debate. But the favorable 
attitude of the minority and most 
of the so-called irreconcilables 
among the republicans, is thought 
to assure speedy ratification. 

Two other measures involved in 
the administration program prom- 
ise to dévelop fireworks. These are 
for funding railroad indebtedness 
while paying claims of the rail- 
roads, and to grant the secretary 
of the treasury power to fund obli- 
gations of foreign governments.

MINERS’ CONVENTION 
WILL OPEN TUESDAY 


Indianapolis, Ind., September 18.—

ON THE RIGHT LINE. 

Upon assuming his new duties 
as chief of the United States secret 
service, as successor to William J. 
Flynn, William J. Burns, famous 
detective, gave a newspaper inter- 
view the other day in whic? he 
said that the activities of the 
bureau under his leadership will 
be directed toward the prevention, 
rather than the detection, of crime. 

Furthermore, he said his theory 
is that the most effective means of 
preventing crime is to make ap- 
prehension and punishment of the 
criminal “quick and sure.” 

Of this Mr. Barns says: 


“lI have always been a great be- 
Perhaps that 
is why I have been rather unpopu- 
lar with the general run’ of 
detectives. It is always much 
more important to prevent crime 
than it is to catch the criminals. In 
preventing crimes you are prevent- 
ing men and women from becom- 
inggy criminals. 

“It is my intention to make this 
bureau of investigation not only the 
greatest detective agency in the 
world, but a very distinct agency in 
the far more important work of 
purging the world from crime. If 
we make the prompt detection of 
the criminal gure and certain, so 
that he will always face the fact 
that arrest and punishmént are 
quick and. sure, he will hesitate a 
long time before committing a 
crime.” 


This is correct both in theory 
and in purpose.

punishment certain. 


A comparison of United States | 


crime statistics with those of | 
Great Britain—where it is al- | 
most beyond human possibility for, 
a major criminal to escape capture, | 
and where capture and conviction | 
mean certain punishment—is suffi- | 
cient proof of that! 

Chief Burns proposes, as a. 
means to the end toward which he 
is working, first, the development 
of “a great international rogues’ 
gallerv” in Washington, where the 
photographs, finger prints and Ber- 
tillon -measursements of every 
criminal will be kept, the gallery 
“to be kept open to all officers in 
charge of law enforeement—to 
catch a crook or to trace a missing 
person,” and ‘‘next,” he said—

“We will encourage the closest co- 
operation between the federal bu- 
reau and all police officers through- 


police in the great cities to the 
sheriffs and constables in communi- 
ties all over the country. They will 
all have a part in the great drive 
py the mobilized forces of law and 
order to prevent crime as well as to 
detect crime and bring the criminals 
to justice.” 

By this system he believes it 
possible “to reduce to a minimum 
the chances of the escape of any 
criminal;” and he expressed his 
belief that— ; 

“This certainty of being caught 
up with will automatically set the 
criminals to looking for other work, 
because they will no longer be able 
to get away with it.” 

There is no doubt as to the 
soundness of this policy, and the 
extent to which it may prove ef- 
fective depends very largely upon 
the ability of Mr. Burns as an or-

In The Constitution of last Friday

Georgia has spent only $10,000 in 
buildings at her university in ten 
years, despite the fact that this year 
she will have 1,500 applications for 
admissions, and she has dormitory 
facilities; three to a room, for only 
230. That's the record! 

Don't overlook the fact that Geor- 
gia is. the “Empire State of the 
seuth,” and justly entitled to be 
by reason Of her superior population, 
greater per capita wealth, and larger 
surplus of sovereign wealth over 
and above liabilities. 

Can she maintain that position if 
more revenues are not provided in 
order to more progressively support 
her institutions? 

Of course she cannot!

Let’s look at the state agricul- 


tural colleges— 

If any one agency contributes most 
to the material welfare of an ag- 
ricultural state it is the state agri- 
cultural college, accepting as a unit 
its various co-ordinated activities, 
such as teaching, demonstrating, ex- 
perimenting, together with its prac- 
tical farm and domestic science ex- 
tension work. 

Florida’s agricultural college gets 
approximately $409,000 a year for all 


}purposes, including the match fund 
to make available the federal aid. 

Louisiana’s maintenance appropri- 
ation of $1,000,000 a year is for the 
tuniversity, the agricultural depart- 
ment predominating in university ac- 
tivities. 

~ # # * 

Mississippi—Small state with a 
predominating negro population— 
appropriates each year to her agri- 
cultural] college for maintenance 
$275,000; for experiment stations, 
$65,000; for Smith-Lever extension 
work $75,000—a total of $415,000 a 
year, 

Tennessee gives $1,000,000 a year, 
in round figures, for the mainte- 
nance of the university and agricul- 
tural college, which constitute an 
educationa] unit, provided by a half- 
mil] ad valorem levy. 

Alabama maintains her polytech- 
nic for boys with an appropriation 
of $185,000 a year, with a separate 
maintenance for the technical insti- 
tute for women of $65,824. The ex- 
tension work and experimental 
farms are maintained under addi- 
tional appropriations. 

South Carolina gives the entire 
income from the sale of fertilizer 
tags to the agricultural college at 
Clemson, plue direct appropriations 
for evperimental and public service 
work, including extension work, the 
total amounting to .$500,000 a year. 

North Carolina maintains her agri- 
cultural college with $275,000 appro- 
priation a year, plus special appro- 
priations for the extension and ex-

perimental divisions. 

Virginia appropriates to her ag- 
ricultural college a total of $459,000 
a year for all purposes. 

Georgia appropriated to her agri- 
cultural college for all purposéé, in~ 
cluding maintenance, extension 
work provided under the Smith- 
Lever act, field meetings, summer 
schools, etc., $241,000 in 1921, and 
this has been cut 10 per cent for

Georgians are familiar with the 
desperate fight waged in the recent 
legislature to eliminate the appro- 
priations to match the Smith-Lever 
federal fund for county extension 
work in Georgia.

Confederate Constitution 
Provisions. 


(From The Minneapolis Tribune.) 

Favorable comment by The New 
Repubiic on the proposition that cab- 
inet members be allowed to appear 
on the floor of the house and sen- 
ate and to engage in debate, or at 
least to explain matters pertaining 
to. their respective departments, 
brings a letter to that publication 
from a southern reader describing 
features of the Confederate consti- 
tution that are interesting, and prob- 
ably not widely known at this time. 

It appears that the first article ‘of 
the Confederate constitution pro- 
vided that “Congress may by law 
grant to the principal officer in 
each of the executive departments a 
seat upon the floor of either house 
with the privilege of discussing any 
Measures appertaining to his. de- 
partment.” 


This is in substance the practice 
of the British house of parliament, 
where members of the government 
occupy what is known as the gov- 
ernment bench and are expected to 


to their respective departments are 
under discussion and where they 
may be inquired of with reference 
to these measures. This practice 
also includes the attendance of the 
prime minister and involves often 
defense by him of the policy of the 
government on the floor of the 
house, : 
This plan has been discussed in 
the past with respect ‘to our own 
government. It has been proposed 
to admit heads of executive depart- 
ments to seats in both houses of 
congress, but without votes. Our 
practice, however, has gone no 
farther in this regard than to in- 
Vite heads of departments or other 
members of the executive branch to 
appear before committees of the 
house or senate to discuss matters 
of special interest to those officials 
called in council. So much of the 
business of cOngress is done in com- 
mittee that this plan serves to a 
large extent the object gained by 
that in vogue in the British parlia- 
ment, but there are doubtless times 
when the presence of government 
officials in either the house or sen- 
ate would be to the advantage of the 


public in eecuring the most effec- 


be present when matters pertaining | 


tive and intelligent legislative 


action. 

There were other provisions, also, 
in the rather hastily drawn Confed- 
erate constitution that are interest- 
ing and worthy of imitation. One 
was the proviso that the president 
might approve certain provisions of 
an appropriation bill and- veto 
others. It is so easy to load an ap- 
propriation bil] with a rider and to 
incorporate provisions of a ques- 
tionable character that it ought to 
be the privilege and the practice of 
the president to approve parts of 
the bill and veto objectionable fea- 
tures. It has been proposed to give 
the president this power by consti- 
tutional] amendment but no action 
has been taken. 

The Confederate constitution also 
provided that “congress shall ap- 
propriate no money from the treas- 
ury except by a vote of two-thirds 
of both houses, taken by yeas and 
nays, Unless it be asked and esti- 
mated for by some one of the heads 
of departments and submitted to 
congress by the president.” This 
provision is probably of less value. 
Indeed, it fe doubtful if it would be 
wise to make the appropriation of 
money contingent upon a majority 
of two-thirds when political consid- 
erations might enter largely into 
the action of either house where 
the politica] majority was small. 

A wiser provision of the Confed- 
erate constitution prevented the 
president from reappointing during 
the recess of congress anyone whose 
appointment had been rejected by 
the senate. The power of recess ap- 
pointment has kept one man in of- 
fice during the past six or seven 
vears who has never been able to 
ret a senate confirmation. By this 
means the intention of the conati- 
tution to make appointments condi- 
tional upon the approval of the sen- 
ate was defeated. 

The Confederate constitution fol- 
lowed closely the constitution of 
the United States except as to the 
provisions with regard to slavery 
and the sacredness of slave prop- 
erty. It appears, however, to have 
included a few original provisions

An Appeal to Public 
Conscience in Behalf 


Of Law and Order | : 


Editor Constitution: In your Sun- 
day's issue, September 11, there ap- 
peared a communication in which 


the women members of the state 
committee on inter-racial co-opera- 
tion express themselves on mob law 
and other questions. I will refer 
only to mob law. 


The feeling and belief of these 
good women “that no falser appeal 
can be made to southern manhood 


than that mob violence is necessary 
for the protection of womanhood, 
or that the brutal! practice of lynch- 
ing and burning a human being is 
an expression of chivalry,” should 
cause every man to stop and think. 

Since lynching and burning of hu- 
man beings is so shocking and re- 
volting to the feelings of the wom- 
en whom the lynchers are claiming 
to protect by their deeds of vio- 
lence; they should turn their atten- 
tion elsewhere and see if this pro- 
tection cannot be given in a legal 
way. 

If it is thought that the courts 
are not doing their duty in this line, 
these men’s attention should be 


turned to the courts, as in its final 
analysis the court is the only source 
through which criminals can be 
properly dealt with and if dealt 
with through any other source it 
is not reducing crime, but is simply 
doubling crime. 


Since these women desire that 
lynching be stopped and place them- 
selves entirely in the hands of the 


courts for protection, it seems to me 
that every court official, every ju- 
ror, every lawyer and every human 
part of the machinery necessary to 
the conduct of our courts should 
feel an increased sense of respon- 
sibility and should see that noth- 
ing is left undone that is tn their 
power to do to bring action—in 
case of criminal assault and other 
crimes from which lynching might 
occur, as quickly as is consistent 
with justice to the criminal. 

With the utmost respect for all 
high-toned lawyers, who rank 
amongst our very best and most in- 
telligent class of citizenship, men 
who will not use the courts in which 
they practice to try to win an un- 
just verdict, is it not true also that 
we have what, I believe, are called 
shysters, who without regard to 
justice, take any case thev can get 
and use the court to pervert justice 
as far as they can, in an effort to 
Win an unjust verdict for their 
Client? 

Not meaning in any sense con- 
tempt of court, but only to try to 
keep out of court practices which 


put the court under the contempt 
of honest people, J honestly believe 
the weakest spot in our courts. is 
the allowance of the practice of 
shysters. ' 


Our courts are maintained at the 
expense of the people for the pur- 
pose of protecting the innocent and 


dispensing just punishment to the 
guilty and vet a shyster under the 
guise of a lawyer is allowed to prac- 
tice in the courts, taking cases in 
which there is no semblance of jus- 
tice, both he and his client knowing 
if they win, it must be by trickery. 
There is absolutely no wavy to gain 
the case except on grounds of Iin- 
justice, and yet a smart, shrewd 
shyster can and does sometimes win 
a verdict in favor of his client, 
not by reason of justice, but by be- 
ing smart enough to pervert jus- 
tice. 

There are many, many good people 
whom I hear express more or less 
of the same opinion as that ex- 


pressed above and, to me, there 
Seems to be some grounds for this 
belief. 


‘Most men, I believe, are inclined 
to leave to the courts matters which 
should be settled only in the courts, 


but when something terrible hap- 
pens which deeply arouses men and 
they feel that prompt action and 
Sure punishment must be inflicted 
at once, they take into their own 
hands matters which the courts 
should handle, but which for reasons 
Stated above they fear will not be 
handled or will be too long delayed 
with a chance of escape for the 
criminal. 

I am possibly treading on shaky 
ground in speaking so plainly, but 
I believe I am telling the truth and 
if so, the truth will stand even if 
1 should fall, for truth never goes 
down in permanent defeat although 
the proclaimer of it may, from lack 
of proper support. 


Our courts are made up of hu- 
man beings, just like the peopte 
who foot the bills and keep them 


up, and when the good women of 
our land cast themselves on the 
courts for protection in pure and 
holy lives, it is up to men to purify 
by every possible means, the sources 
to which these good women look 
for protection. It is a duty rest- 
ing upon every official of the courts 
and is also the duty of every true 
man in the jand. 

I want to close this communica- 
tion by quoting from Abraham Lin- 
coln. Lincoln was once asked why 
he did not take all the cases that 
were brought to him and told that 
he lost a lot of money by refusing 
So many cases which he could get. 
To which Mr. Lincoln replied “that 
he could never take a case in which 
he could not honestly put his heart 
and soul, believing in the justice of 
it—for if he did he would be say- 
ing to himself all the time: ‘Abe 
Lincoln, you are a liar,’ and that he 
was afraid he'd forget and say it 
out loud,” 

I am thankful to say that we have 
today lawyers as honest and true 
as Lineoln; that. would not for 


money stoop to help out unjust 
causes and I trust that the number 
of them will so increase that there 
will be no comfortable place in our 
courts for any other kind, and the 
shyster will be so discountenanced 
that he cannot stand the odds 
against him. 

It is a pity we have men who are 
Smart enough to make right look 
wrong and wrong look right, but 
it is certain no man is smart enough 
to really make wrong right nor 
right wrong. I have tried to be 
right in all I have said. I know 
only the right can permanently 
stand and prefer for errors I may 
have made, if any, to be corrected. 
I am not against people but against 
wrong, and for the reason that all 
wrong is against all people. 


Any one who thinks he profits 
by doing anything that won’t stand 
the test of right, deceivés himself 


and

And one of them is named D’Antig- 
nac, which is enough like D.Artag- 
nan to make you believe that Dumas 
created the situation himself. 

But it’s no figmant of any roman- 
ticist’s brain. It ie told in the 
everyday happenings of Georgia by 
The Atlanta Constitution and it was 
evidently not an unusual] occur- 
rence. for the story carried a one- 
line head, which simply says “The 
vo, 

Read this account and then try 
to realize that just fifty years 
separated this murky era of pro- 
hibition and card index systems and 
efficiency experts from the Georgia 
of that day when gentlemen met on 
the field of honor and shot at each 
oe to their heart’s content. Here 
t is: 

The Augusta Chronicle and 
Sentinel of Tuesday brings us 
the particulars in full of the 
duel fought on Sunday just out- 
side of the corporate limits of 
the manufacturing town of 
Graniteville, S. C., between two 
gentlemen of Augusta, The 
weapons used were Colt’e navy 
revolvers loaded by gunsmiths 
in Augusta. The distance was 
fiftcen paces. The principals 
were Captain William M. D’An- 
tignac, of Augusta, and Mr. Dell, 
of St. Louis, Mo., who has been 
residing at Augusta for some 
time past. A difficulty occurred 
between the parties Friday 
nigsht, which resulted in Cap- 
tain D’Antignac striking Mr. 
Dell. Before the fight could 


progress any further a number 
ef gentiemen present interfer- 
red and prevented further hos- 
tilities. A challenge was sent 
to Captain D’Antignac by Mr. 
Dell through Mr. G. E. Ratcliff. 
The invitation was accepted and 
the challenged party named as 
his friend Mr. J, B. Harriss. 
The matter having gained some 
little publicity, the parties 
were arrested, appeared before 
Judge Olin, waived a prelimi- 
nary examination and gave bond 
each in the eum of $1,000 to keep 
the peace. 

Saturday night the challenge 
was renewed and after a con- 
sultation between seconds, the 
meeting was arranged to take 
piace at Graniteville at 7 
o’elock the next morning. Ten 
Or twelve persons accompanied 
the parties to witness the duel 
and Doctors Campbell, Carter 
and Ford went to give medical 
assistance if needed. 

After being arranged on the 
ground, Mr. Harriss was select- 
ed to give the word. He repeat- 
ed the usual formula and at the 
word the parties fired, Mr, Dell 
was uninjured but Captain D’An- 
tignac had a narrow escape. 
His antagonist’s ball entered the 
left lape! of his eoat and passed 
out near the arm without rais- 
ing the skin. Mr. Dell, not be- 
ing satisfied, the duel proceed- 
ed. At the eecond fire, Cap- 
tain D’'Antignac was uninjured. 
His bal] entered Mr. Dell's right 
leg a few inches above the knee. 
inflicting a flesh wound, and 
passing through the left leg. 
making a wound of a serious 
character. ,.This ended the duel. 
The parties all returned to 
Augusta without being arrested. 
And as far as I could discover 

from a rather careful search of 
subsequent issues of The Consti- 
tution, no one ever was arrested.

Epsom salts, that old established 
domestic physic, has more effects 
than the old doctors ever dreamed 
of. Only in recent years have we 
learned that it possesses remark- 
able powers of depressing the nerv- 
ous system, which may account for 
some of the alarming results occas 
sionally experienced by those who 
imagine a dose of salts is always 
right in any kind of illness. 

Dr. Ss. P. Meltzer, of Rockefeller 
institute, who has pointed out some 
of these hertofore unknown effects 
of magnesium sulphate (Epsom 
salts) observed in 1917 that a solu- 
tion of magnesium sulphate when 
introduced into the duedenum (by 
means of a duodenal feeling tube) 
without coming in contact with 
the lining of the stomach, brought 
about relaxation of the muscular 
wall of the duodenum and relaxa- 
tion of the opening through which 
the bile enters the duodenum, to- 
gether with contraction of the mus- 
cular wall of the gall-sac, which 
meant the drainage of the gall or 
bile through the natural channels. 
This valuable discovery has been 
used with chemical and microscop- 
ical examinations to great advan- 
tage in the diagnosis of conditions 
involvine the bile apparatus. Now 
Dr. Frank Smithies, of Chicago, em- 
ploys the same principle not only in 
diagnosis, but also as an aid in 
treatnpent of such cases,. and he 
terms it “non-surgical drainage of 
the biliary tract.” Of course, the 
use of the duodenal tube demands 
the skill of the physician, but the 
method is racticable in hospitals, 
the paijient's home, or the physi- 
clan’s offiee. The dralnage is prac- 
tical daily or on alternate days. 

This diagnostic and remedial 
procedure fs, of course, not effective 
in the treatment of gallstone dis- 
eas«s. Nothing under the sun can or 
will remove or “dissolve” gallstones 
save the surgeon's” skill. The 
method is employed rather in the 
diagnosis and treatment of those 
low-grade and chronic infections of 
gall-sac or gall ducts which verge 
upon but perhaps do not definite- 
ly enter the domain of surgery.

With a large and growing mem- 
bership and a renewed interest on 
the part of the members for an 
all-round porgram, the Y. M. C. A. 
staff have formed a beneficial and 
complete program for the fall and 
winter. ; 

The fall schedule of the physi- 
cal department was put into effect 
Monday, September 12. By next 
week practically all boys’ classes 
will have been organized for the 
season's work. Boys who attend 
Krammar school will have classes 
in the afternoons and Saturday 
morning.

A definite course of study will 
be followed by each class, and will 
be led by an experienced teacher.

Through the association’s efforts 
a “Hiji-Y club” will be organized 
in each high ‘school in the «city. 
These clubs are a part of the state 
and international movement known 
as the “secondary school boys’ 
movement,” which is a world-wide 
endeavor to unite the older boys of 
all lands in an effort “to create, 
maintain and extend throughout 
the school and community high 
standards of Christian character.”

These clubs meet once a week at 
the schools or at the Y. M. C. A.

the movement. It is expected that 
each club will be organized, ready 
to follow and carry out a regular 
program by the last of Septmeber 
or early October.
